PREPARATION FOR 

“ The usual mode of da for

growth to your plants, and should never be 
neglected. The germination of the seed may 
be hastened goveral days by soaking twenty- 
four bours in tepid water, before plant- 
ing, in which saltpeter has been dissolved, sa

Let the water be changed two 
or three times during the process, after pour- 
ing off the water the last time, roll the «eed in 
plaster or ashes; plant in the ordinary wiy,

From the time of plauting till mid-sammer, 
the progress of the cane crop is so slow that 
some planters become discouraged and appro- 
priate the grounds pleated in cane to other 
crops, but while the tope are making little pro- 
gress the ioots are striking deep into the 
ground: hehee the advantage of a deep and 
thorough preparation of the soil.. Keep down

This ie no longer an open question, as many 
of our farmers can testify, who left their cane 
standing in the fleid tbicugh the hard frosts 
we had in October last, and afterwards cut and 
carried it to the mill, and got almost worthless 
in retarn. 

en the time comes for cutting the cane, 
if it is soon wanted at the mill, let the top 
third part of the stalk be cut off while the 
cane is yet standing; then the remaining 
of the stalk should be cut as near the — 
as convenient, and laid in piles eurtable 
binding. Let it be sougly bound, and if it 
not soon to be worked up, it should be 
into a building or shed, or secured in some 
way from the changing temperature of our 
autumna! weather and storms. If the cane is 
cut at the ee and properly secured 
when dry, it may be kept in good condition 4 
long time, and produce eatisfactory results 
when worked at leisure. Cane should be 
handled carefully, for if it is broken, or the 
stalks marred in any manner, the juice soon 
sours. The chemical which takes 
place in such case is very marked and decided. 
THE TIME OF CUTTING. 


It is said that sugar cane shoukl be ior. 
ly ripened, but when the design ia only 
to make syrup, this is not so exsential, bat for 
sugar making it may be cousidered the only 
condition in which good crystals of sugar can’ 
be obtained from the cane, and then onl 
the lower part of the stalk should be 
is also said by some that came should be 
as soon as itis ripe. Butasa general thi ing 
in this iatitude so little time will a ag 
tween the ripening of the cune and ‘aret 
frosts that liitle danger need be appre ended, 
provided the cane iz cut and secured before 
frost: and here let me remark that cane raust 
abwolutely be cut before frost strikes it, unless 
it can be cut and worked up immediately al- 
ter, otherwise it will soon sour and spoil. 

e su cane manifests a disposition to 
en¢ up tillers from the roots, often times as 
many as five or six from a seed. When 
planted wide apart, or when very few plants 
stand in a hill, so that it would seem that the 
crops could not amount to mach on account 
of the small number of plants to be seen, this 
tendency is more ry pron and the number of 
tillers will multiply proportionably. There 
has been much said about removing these, 
some in favor, some against. From my 
vation and experiments I advise not to disturb 
them till the main stalke, and moet forward 
the suckers, have put forth their seed heads 
and approach maturity. Lt will. then be ad- 
visable to remove all the suckers that are not 
likely to mature. Weeds may be cut down, 
but it is not advisable to stir the ground after 
mid-summer, 08 later cultivation tends to pro- 
mote the ¢ growth of the plant, at a time when 
the process of snaturing the seed and develoy~ 
ing the eaccharive prine iple naturally succeed. 


STRIPPING THE CANE. 

The proper time to perform this — is 
when the seeds are beginning to arden, or 
pasecd the milky state into

ous modes are practiced for accomplishing this 
work. Some with « leather mittea on the 
hand grasp the etalk a4 high up as they desire 
to use it, and with a quick dowoward motion 
of the hand strip off the blades ; others take a 
abmep stick, some three feet long, and witha 
quick stroke down the cane strip off the 
leaves.
